Re: Activities during NCW By Milwaukee Numismatic Society. 
South Shore Coin Club, and Nancy and John Wilson 


The following report is submitted By ANA District Representatives. 
Nancy and John Wilson, for activities in our area during NCW, April 
iS5-21, 1984. You will find enclosed two proclamations. One signed by 
Milwaukee, Wisconsin, Mayor Henry Maier and the second one signed by 
Wisconsin Governor Anthony Eari. Mayor Maier’s proclamation declares 
it NCW in Milwaukee April 15-21, 19784 and gives information on what 
mumismatics is. The Proclamation then covers the Milwaukee Numismatic 
Society’s Boy Scout Coin Clinic on April 143 the South Shore Coin Ciub 
Clinic on April if, and Nancy and John Wilson’s exhibit at the First 
Wisconsin Bank on April 20. Governor Earl’s proclamation declares it 
"Coin Week” in Wisconsin Between April 15-21, 19784 and gives 
information as to how coins are used in society. 


On April i4, i984 members of the Milwaukee Numismatic Society held a 
Boy Scout Merit Badge Clinic at Brown Deer High School in North 
surbBburban Milwaukee. Fifty boys attended this clinic and forty-eight 
received Merit Badges. The following subjects were covered by slides 
and informative taiks -—- mint marks, designer’s initials, grading, 
buffed and whizzed, counterfeit, altered, and cleaning coins, and 
paper money. The seminar is set up by Lee Hartz, ANA Club 
Representative, and Tom Casper who are very active in the Boy Scouts. 
They receive a lot of help from Roger Lick. Other MNS Club members 
that assisted at the seminar were Tom Artis, Kevin Foley, Dave 
Hunsicker, Bill Mross, Neil Shafer, and Francis Wilford. This seminar 
takes many hours to organize and several meetings are held before the 
seminar takes place. This seminar has been taking place for several 
Years now and is one af the nicest things done for young numismatists. 
The nine MNS members mentioned should all receive certificates for 
their great effort in promoting Numismatics. Coin books and 
literature were also passed out at the Seminar. 


On April if, 1984 the South Shore Coin Club held a Coin Clinic at the 
Oklahoma Library, 3501 West Oklahoma Avenue. See enclosed Library 
Application. Twenty people were present for the clinic which was 
advertized in the local papers for four days before the clinic (see 
enciosed ad). All in attendance received a NCW button. Flyers were 
also placed in all the libraries in Milwaukee as well as being posted 
in about 25 stores (see enclosed flyer). John Wilson presented a 
slide program on obsolete paper money —- 1800-1870*s -——- and gave a 
20-minute talk on U.S. Currency -- 1690 to present —- showing examples 
of all issues. The President of the South Shore Coin Club, Bob 
Korosec, gave a talk on U.S. Coins and various aspects of collecting 
numismatic items. Kevin Foley assisted with the paper money portion 
of the clinic. Nancy Wilson assisted me with the exhibits. There 
were three cases of exhibits. One on U.S. coins by Bob Korosec and 


two by Nancy and John Wilson covering virtually everything that can he 
collected -- ancients, tokens and medals, all forms of exonumia, 
souvenir cards, post cards, etc. I covered the organizations you can 
belong to and the different publications that are available in 
Numismatics. A question and answer period followed. Many handouts 
including ANA application forms were handed out. ALI] in attendance 
had a good time and the whole program lasted around two hours. This 
was the South Shore Coin Clubs’s third year in giving this Coin Clinic 
and plans are underway for next year’s Coin Clinic during NCW. © 


On April 20 Nancy and John Wilson had a four-case exhibit at the First 
Wisconsin Bank on 74th and Oklahoma. We were there for the whole day 
and passed out literature and applications including ANA forms. Our 
four cases covered all aspects of collecting and took many hours to 
prepare for. Hundreds of people passed our exhibits, picked up 
numismatic literature and received a lot of answers to their many 
questions. Fiyers (see enclosed) were again passed out at the bank 
and placed in at least 25 Business establishments on the Southwest 
Side of Milwaukee. The manager of the bank was sco pleased with the 
exhibit that she wants us to do this several times a year. This was 
the second year at the First Wisconsin Bank. 


For information we ordered extra buttons and they were passed out and 
well received by everyone who obtained one. 


Nancy and I both feel that the activities for NCW in our area were 
very good. We would Both like to see more done in the State of 
Wisconsin and we will work with the Numismatists of Wisconsin (NOW) 
for next year*s NCW. Nancy is presentiy on the Board of Governors of 
NOW and will have some input for their activities. 


To make it easier for you the following are recommended for a 
certificate: Lee Hartz, Tom Casper, Roger Lick, Tom Artis, Kevin 
Foley, Dave Hunsicker, Bill Mross, Neil Shafer, Francis Wilford, Bob 
Rorosec, Nancy Wilson, and John Wilson. 


Nancy, On Behalf of all Numismatists, we want to commend you for an 
excellent job as chairperson for NCW for the ANA. Nancy and I are 
looking forward to seeing you at the ANA in Detroit.

Rules for the Use of Meeting Rooms 


The Library Administration especially invites and gives meeting room priority 


to Milwaukee groups that hold one of their regularly scheduled meetings in the 
library, in which the program includes introduction by a library staff member to 
the resources of the Milwaukee Public Library System.

Application may be made by any group or individual located or residing in Milwaukee, 
subject to the following rules prescribed by the Library's Board of Trustees. It 
must be made in triplicate on this form (duplicate for Central Library) and must be 
signed by a responsible member of the group. One copy will be returned to the 
applicant for his own files. Applications for space in the Central Library are 

to be sent to the Supervisor, Central Library Services, Milwaukee Public Library, 
814 W. Wisconsin Avenue, Milwaukee WI 53233. Neighborhood Library applications 
should be sent to the library where the space is being requested. 


The purpose of the meeting must be civic, cultural, educational, or of other general 
public interest. 


Library facilities may not be used for commercial demonstrations or sales promotion 
of products or services. 


The meeting must be open to’ the public. No admission fee may be charged nor may a 
collection be taken. The only exceptions are in the case of paid registration 
necessary to cover expenses for institutes, courses, or discussion groups with 
which the library is cooperating. Even in such cases anyone must be admitted free 
of charge who so requests. : 


Meeting rooms in neighborhood libraries will have preference given to local or 
neighborhood groups. 


Meetings may be held at any time the library in which the meeting is being held is 
staffed. ; 


Groups must conform to the meeting room capacity limitations. 
Unless otherwise requested, chairs will be set up in theatre arrangement. 


Groups of youth under 18 must have the meeting room application signed by a 
sponsoring or advising adult (over 18) and an adult must be present at all meet- 
ings. 


When special arrangements are needed during the meetings or emergencies occur at 
meetings, the person responsible for the meeting shall report to the Librarian- 
In-Charge of the building in which the meeting is being held. 


The meeting room will be opened 1/2 hour before the scheduled time of the meeting. 
In addition to these rules elected officials who use library meeting rooms to meet 
with their constituents must also conform to "The Guidelines for Elected Officials 
Use of Meeting Rooms" as outlined on PL-302. 


The primary purpose of the meeting rooms inthe library is to enable the Public 
Library to extend its own program in the community. The Board of Trustees reserves 
the right to adjust and to rearrange meeting room schedules and assignements as the 
library's requirements demand.
